was set on fire. Two men were seen 
in the vicinity of the barn by several 
people and were also seen leaving the 
barn in a buggy after the alarm had 
been turned in. Mrs. Lucinda Cald­ 
well, who lives 
opposite the place 
where the blaze started, saw two men 
around the barn all evening. Police­ 
man Wolters saw two men drive up 
Morgan street from the barn just af­ 
ter the alarm had been 
turned in, 
whipping their horse at every step.

It was held that the right to bring a 
suit to annul the co rpo rate charter o f 
a brewing co mpany , because o f v io la­ 
tio n o f co rpo rate rights, such as leas­ 
ing and ho lding real estate fo r retail 
salo o n purpo ses, beco ming bo ndsmen 
fo r retailers and co nducting diso rderly 
ho uses, and o therwise v io lating the 
law, as alleged in the co mplaints o f 
the atto rney general, is no t v ested in 
that o fficer, but in the pro secuting at­ 
to rney o f the district in which law v io ­ 
latio ns o ccur. 
“The cases will be appealed to the 
supreme co urt and preparatio ns fo r 
submissio n will be made as rapidly as 
po ssible,” said Atto rney General Bing­ 
ham. “The co urt has held that the at­ 
to rney general is no t the pro per rela 
to r, but that it is within the po wer o f 
the pro secuting atto rney to bring a 
suit o f this kind. 
The atto rney gen­ 
eral has no po wer o v er the pro secuto r 
and no right to direct him to bring 
these actio ns. The essence o f the suit 
is no t a single v io latio n o f law, o ccur­ 
ring in o ne co unty —fo r that the char­ 
ter might no f be annulled—but it is 
the who lesale do ing o f these unlawful 
acts. The pro secuting atto rney is no t 
in a po sitio n to pro ceed effectiv ely , 
and the atto rney general o f the state is 
the o nly o fficer who is. 
“We will make ev ery effo rt to get 
the cases adv anced and get a decisio n 
befo re the nex t sessio n o f the legisla­ 
ture clo ses. In the ev ent the supreme 
co urt finds that the atto rney general 
has no t the right to pro ceed against 
the brewers, I will endeav o r to per­ 
suade the legislature to co nfer this 
po wer o n that o fficer. If the atto rney 
general do es no t hav e this po wer, as 
the law stands to day , he o ught to be 
giv en it.”

P. Ripley of the Santa Fe system, who 
merely represented that the railroads 
involved in the governm ent’s dissolu­ 
tion and injunction suit against the 
W estern T runk Line committee de­ 
sired to state their side of the case to 
the president. 
President Taft had 
an 
interview 
with Attorney General W ickersham 
this morning and went over with him 
the developments in the railroad situa­ 
tion that have occurred since he s ta rt­ 
ed on his w estern trip. 
Mr. Taft leit 
W ashington just after the government 
had ob tained its hurry-up injunction 
against the W estern Trunk Line com­ 
mittee. The facts in the case had b een 
laid b efore the president, however, b y 
Air. W ickersham and the president had 
concurred in the attorney general's de­ 
cision to b egin proceedings under the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
W hile Mr. Taft has b een in the west 
increased rates have b een filed also 
b y the Chicago and Ohio river commit­ 
tee, representing twenty-four railroads 
in the central west, and b y all of the 
eastern trunk lines.

to a con tract on May 13, at wh ich 
time Hood receiv ed $200 of th e p ur­ 
ch ase p rice, wh ich was $10,000. A c­ 
cordin g to th e con tract, th e defen d­ 
an ts were to p ay $4,8 00 of th e p ur­ 
ch ase p rice on Jun e 1 an d 
at th e 
same time giv e th eir n ote for th e re ­ 
main in g $5,000, th e n ote bein g p a y ­ 
able Sep tember 1 with out in terest. 
Accordin g to th e allegation s in th e 
comp lain t, Mr. Hood say s th at h e 
h as comp lied with all of h is require­ 
men ts in th e deal, but th at th e p lain ­ 
tiffs h av e n ot an d refuse to comp lete 
th eir en d of th e con tract.
